Royal bank 
assets reach 
record figure 


The Royal Bank of Canada 
closed its fiscal year ending No- 
vember 80th with assets of §3,- 
026,895,844, the first Canadian 
chartered bank to pass the $3 bil- 
lion mark, The annual balance 
sheet, just released, shows assets 
have increased by over $131,000,- 
000 as compared with a year ago. 
Loans and deposits are at the 
highest levels ever attained by any 
Canadian bank, 

A notable feature of this year's 
statement is a major change in 
the capital structure of the bank. 
As @ result of the issue last July 
1st of 700,000 additional shares of 
capital stock, the paid up capital 
of the bank has increased from 
$35,000,000 to $41,809,863.

RCAF's Materiel 
building covers

EDMONTON—Cover 1844 acres 
of land with one roof and you 
have the RCAF Air Materiel Com- 
mand's new warehouse at Namao, 
nine miles north of Edmonton. 

Known officially as No. 7 sup- 
ply depot, the $8,500,000 one- 
storey structure is one of the 
largest buildings in Canada, 

The warehouse staff use bicycles

ties totalling $969,888,546. 

Profit for the year amounted to 
$20,913,511. From this amount §2,- 
079,466 has been set aside for de- 
preciation of bank premises and 
$9,276,000 for income taxes, After 
the above deductions net profit) 
was $9,558,045 as compared with 
$8,635,136 in 1953, Out of net} 
profit, $5,569,345 was paid in divi- 
dends to shareholders, leaving $3,- 
988,700, which added to the previ- 
ous balance of $1,515,375 totals 
$5,504,075. Of this amount §$4,- 
000,000 was transferred to the 
Rest Fund, leaving a balance of 
$1,504,075.

Distributing point 

The depot receives all technical 
equipment such as radios, weapons 
and airplane parts from factories 
across Canada and is the distrib- 
uting point to air force units from 
Winnipeg to Victoria. Its staff of 
about 300 civilians and 200 airmen 
is below the number that would 
be used in wartime, 

The depot is designed to handle 
some 150,000 different items from 
nuts and bolts to aircraft wings. 
Inside the building are 10 island 
offices for controlling, receiving, 
inspecting and stocking goods. 

Supplies are received at a cov: 
ered ramp with 20 hydraulic hoists 
adjustable to a _ truck’s height. 
More than 30 mobile cranes handle 
the supplies instead of manual 
labor, 

For shipping parts, the depot 
has its own assembly-line pack- 
aging area and shops for making 
wooden crates and cartons, 

From the cataloguing of the 
supplies available at the depot, an 
order can be filled and on its way 
within an hour,

Too low temperatures cause a 
sweetening of the potato due to 
the accumulation of sugars. At 
temperatures down to 40 degrees 
F, this is barely noticeable except 
with potatoes used for crisps, 
chips or French fries. Below 40 
degrees F., the sweetening over a 
period of time may become ob- 
jectionable, At 30 degrees F., to 
32 degrees F., sweetening quickly 
occurs, 

Low temperatures can also 
cause a breakdown in the flesh of 
the potato. This takes the form 
of a reddish-brown or mahogany- 
colored area, At 32 degrees F,, 
this requires about six weeks at 
least and longer periods at 36 de- 
grees F. Some varieties are more 
susceptible than others, with 
Katahdin probably the worst of-

Conducted on behalf of 
Canadian Foundation for Polio- 
myelitis, the campaign raises 
money which is used to assist 
polio victims not eligible for aid 
from the provincial government 
or other agencies. 

From money raised last year, 
Legion headquarters has author- 
ized payments throughout Alber- 
tat exceeding $10,000 per month 
to provide for special treatment.
